The Lake Street L“ 
has a franchise contract also, under the 
terms of which it must pay the city $4,000 a 
mile annually on all its track east of Canal 
street, including the extension to Wabash 
avenue, which wil] be a part, of, the Union 
locp.. 

Resides these payments the Northwestern 
and Lake Street L' roads are required to 
pay one-third the cost of maintaining and 
operating the Lake and Wells street bridges, 
Ls well as 25 per cent of cost and maintenance 
of the viaducts. The Metropolitan L' and 
Alley L are each required by ordinance 
to pay a license of $50 a year for each car 
operated.

Speaks for the Alley Road. 


A man interested in the union loop said 
to a reporter for THe TRIBUNE yesterday: 

“The idea of asking that 20 per cent of the 
earnings be paid to the city is preposterous. 
The suggestion to offer the franchise al pub- 
lic sale is also nonsensical. - Neither of these 
things could be done in this case. The loop 
is not to be an independent line of road, but 
a terminal connection for elevated roads now 
in existence, and must be supported by these 
roads. It is to have no revenue of its own, 
and will not carry a passenger of its own. It 
will benefit all four elevated roads, the Lake 
Street, the Northwestern, the Metropolitan, 
and the Alley L.“ But the last-named will 
derive the greatest benefit. Each of the 
other roads can reach the down-town dis- 
trict under existing franchises, But the Al- 
ley ‘L’ is shut off at Congress street. The 
Alley ‘L’ is the road that is most in need of 


A terminal. 


. “Now all I want is to see the Alley ‘L’ 
people treated fairly. Those people who 
are making suggestions to have such-and- 
such a per cent of the gross earnings turned 
in to the city treasury do not know what the 
investment will bear. Let them consult the 
figures of the business done by the elevated 
roads now in existence. Then they will be 
better able to talk. The Alley ‘L’ company 
is now in the hands of a receiver. 
ness continues as good as it was the first 
half of the year that road’s gross receipts 
will amount to nearly $800,000. Three per 
cent of this would mean $24,000 a year. The 
total taxes on the road last year amounted 
to $25,005, only $1,000 more than is asked by 
the city. The managers of the proposed loop 
are not all Alley L' people, but the Alley 
L' is to help support the terminal and the 
burden on it will be shared by the Alley L. 
people. . 

What I want to say is this: The people 
who have put their money into the elevated 
roads will not continue a losing venture. 
The Executive, I believe, regardless of 
clamor, should consider the actual condition 
of the roads contributing to the loop and 
what the investments will bear, as well as 
the interests of the public, and then give 
fair treatment to the managers.”’ 


OPPOSED, TO SALE OF FRANCHISES.

Mayor Swift: 

Chicago, Oct. 11.—George B. Swift and the 
Aldermen of the City of Chicago—Gentlemen: If 
your honorable body will amend Sec. 1,506 of the 
general ordinances, which uires every person 
operating a street car to pay a license fee of $60 
for each car, by substituting that each company 
shall pay as such license fee a stated percentage 
of the gross receipts, this company will éo- 
operate with the city. to obtain an early decisian 
as to the validity of such ordinance. 

In 1878 the special charter cormpanies of Chi- 
cugo denied the right of the city to charge them a 
license fee. The case was decided by Judge 
Drummond in 1880, and is reported in 6 Federal 
Reporter, 555, and in which the right of the city 
to charge such license-fee was upheld as a proper 
police regulation. In that litigation the city was 
represented by Judge Tuthill and A. S. Bradley. 

This form of requiring the street car companies 
to pay a larger amount into the City Treasury 
under the license ordinances has some advantages 
in favor of the city as against the idea of the sale 
of a franchise. Under the license regulation the 
city is exercising its police power, while the salc 
of a franchise may imply a contract relation 
which may be beyond subsequent alteration ex- 
cept by the agreement of the street car com-

Opposes the Viaduct Idea. 


Mr. Dunn's attention was called to the 
fact that the joint committee professed to 
be delayed by a wish to exact from the rail- 
road the erection of a costly viaduct con- 
necting the new Lake Park with the North 
Side boulevard system, or at least an ease- 
ment over its tracks for such a viaduct 
whenever the city may decide to erect it. 
To this Mr. Dunn, conducting the reporter 
to a map of the locality that hung on the 
wall, replied: ö 

“Such a thing is utterly impossible. If 
you will glance at this map you will see that 
at this point we have bunched together 
something like 100 tracks, and that they 
curve to the east and spread out like a fan. 
Now the Randolph street viaduct goes 
straight across these tracks, and that is 
bad enough. But to run a viaduct acrosz 
them at a sharp angle, as it would have 
to be run to connect Pine street with the 
new park, would ruin them. We can hard- 
ly handle our business there now, and with 
iron supports everywhere between the 
tracks we could not handle it at all. 

„Moreover, said Mr. Dunn, “such a 
‘structure would be extremely dangerous to 
life. On one occasion a freight car jumped 
the track and struck one of the supports of 
the Randolph street viaduct and the whole 
thing tumbled in, and it cost $30,000 to re- 
construct it. You will notice that all our 
trains slow up when running through our 
new depot. Now, if a viaduct were built 
over our tracks running from Pine street 
southeast it would be exposed to this dan- 
ger to a frightful degree. But why should 
such a thing be desired when the viaduct 
might just as well run southwest and con- 
nect with Michigan avenue? At any rate, 
it is useless to talk of an easement over our 
tracks for such a purpose.”’ 

In the meanwhile, the Chicago public is 
getting out of patience with the joint com- 
mittee. There is hardly a man in the city 
who does not believe it is obstructing this 
improvement for the purpose of extorting 
boodle from the railroad company, and the 
indignation that is felt at its conduct is 
getting to be something tremendous. It 
will not this time take the shape of an indig- 
nation meeting, but it will take some shape 
which will make the boodlers wish they 
had never been born.

TRUE STORY OF THE CLEVELAND FAKE. 


Gotten Up by a St. Louis Paper to Catch 
News Pirates. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 11.—{Special.]—Through 
an effort to detect news pirates who have 
been tapping its leased wires to New York 
the St. Louis Republic alarmed the country 
at an early hour this morning. 

By agreement between Night Editor C. R. 
Webb and New York Correspondent Hud- 
gins, the latter put on the leased wire this 
morning a wild story of how a burglar had 
crept into President Cleveland’s room at 
1:57 a. m. and stabbed him, killing him in- 
stantly. The story gave minute details and 
was preceded by the statement the story 
would be given to the Republic exclusively 
for $1,000, which was to be paid the operator 
at Buszard's Bay; that in consideration of 
this he would inform any one who inquired 
that the report was false. 

The plan worked admirably: Within ten 
minutes of. the time the story was started 
from New York bulletirs were flashed into 
almost every newspaper office in the Union. 
So quick did it spread that a San Francisco 
paper was after it before it was a half hour 
old. 

The exactitude at which the hour of the 
crime occurred, the exact amount stolen 
down to the cent, was enough to make many 
newspapers detect the fake, but others did 
not. One New York paper issued an early 
morning extra with the astounding news of 
the murder of the Chief Executive. As the

SUDDEN DEATH OF THE CONGRES- 


SIONAL CANDIDATE, 


Expires a Few Hours After Reaching This 
City te Attend a Meeting of the Repub- 
lican State Central Committee—Nomi- 
nee of the Eighteenth District—Insists 
on Making a Canvass When II- Re- 
mains Taken to Edwardsville for Inter- 
ment, 

Ex-Judge Cyrus L. Cook of Edwardsville, 

III., the Republican nominee for Congress 

from the Eighteenth District of Illinois, died 


‘yesterday morning at the Great Northern 
Hotel. His death was the result of heart 


disease, which he had suffered from ever 
since an attack of grip last March, He had 
been ill for several days, but against the ad- 
vice of his friends, insisted on attending the 
meeting of the Republican State Central com- 
mittee, held yesterday at the Great Northern. 


On the way to the city Thursday night he had 
a second attack and died shortly after reach- 


ing the room in the hotel yesterday morning. 

Mr. Cook died inthe first realizations of 
His recent nomination to Congress 
under unusual circumstances had brought 


OYRUS . COOK, 
him into considerable political prominence, 


and he was looked upon as a coming man. 
Wednesday he left his home in Edwardsville 


and went to Greentille to canvass the city for 
votes for the coming election in November. 
It wasat the homeof his friend Cicero J. 
Lindley that he was first taken sick Wedoes- 
day night. He was removed to the hotel and 
a physician called, but Thursday his condi- 
tion was so much improved that he spent the 


day canvassing the city in company with bis 


friend W. A. Northcott. 

Thursday evening he again showed symp- 
toms of his malady, but against the advice of 
his friends and physician he determined on 
coming to Chicago to the meeging of the Con- 
tral committee. 

Again Taken III. 


In company with Mr. Lindley and Mr. 
Northcott he boarded the Diamond Special on 
the Illinois Central late Thursday night at 
Greenville. As Mr, Cook was not feeling 
well be and Mr. Lindley took chairs in the 
parior car instead of sleeping-car berths. At 
Vandalia the party was joined by John J. 
Brown of Fayette County. 

At 1 o’clock in the night Judge Cook was 
again taken ill and a ductor was telegraphed 
for ahead to meet the train at Gilman. When 
the train reached there, however, he was feel- 
ing so much better the services of the physi- 
cian were sot required. On the arrival of the 
train at the Illinois Central depot yesterday 
morning he was taken at once in a carriage 
to the Great Northern. Dr. J. C. Delprat 
was called immediately. ana under his care 
Mr. Cook improved rapidly. so that in a short 
time his friends left him and went to break- 


fast. 

After the departure of his friends from his 
room. Mr. Cook said he felt much better and 
thought he could getsome of the sleep of 
which he stood in great need. He was ex- 
amined by Dr. Delprat, who found his pulse 
normal and no alarming symptoms, The 
doctor was about to leave him to sleep, with 
the unders that he would return later, 
when a sudden convulsion seized Mr. Cook. 
He raised himself up in bed, pressed his 
hands against his heart. and suddenly fell 
backwards, Dr. Delprat burried to him, but 
he had died almost instantly. 

Of Commanding Presence. 

Mr. Cook was a tall, handsome man of com- 
mariiing presence. He was six feet two 
inches high, weighed in the neighborhood of 
190 pounds, and Was 58 yearsoid. His hair 
was light in color and rather thin, but his 
nearly white mustache was long and luxu- 
riant. His face was handsome and attractive, 
with a large firm jaw and regular features. 
He was a bachelor and had only one near rela- 
tive living, a brother, who also lived in Ed. 
wards ville. 

A post-mortem and inquest were held on 
the remains in the afternoon, Dr. L. J. 
Mitchell performed the autopsy. Deputy 
Coroner L. R. Buckley conducted the inquest. 
After hearing the testimony of William A. 
Northeott, C. J. Lindley, and the two physi- 
cians the jury brought in a unanimous ver- 
dict that the cause of death was fatty degen- 
etation of the heart. 

After the inquest the body was removed to 
Jordan’s undertaking establishment, where it 
was prepared for burial remains were 
taken last night on the Wabash railroad to 
Edwardsville, from which place the funeral 
will be held. Mr. Northcott and Mr. Lindley 
accom panied the body. ; 

„% The saddest part of the whole occurrenece,”’ 
said Mr. Northcott, commenting on Mr. 
Cook’s death, was the long and game strug- 
gle he made for life. Wednesday night he 
scarcely slept a minute and at times suffered 
great pain. When we canvassed Greenville 
yesterday the Judge was in great distress. 
He would pluck up spirit for a moment and 
say ae bright, but the effort always left 
him weak in great pain. We all tried our 
best to persuade him to stay in Greenville last 
night, as we felt he was too sick to come to 
Chicago, but he said he could never stand it 
to stay behind while thmgs were being done 
for him, and insisted on coming with us. We 
knew he was sick this morning, but had no 


idea the trouble was so serious. It is a sad 


thing to see him stricken down just at the

Vandalia and the vicinity, leaving for Chi- 
cago last night. Last Tuesday he was in- 
disposed and a physician was called, who 
pronounced his disease heart affection. 

As to a probable successor from Fayette 
County, the names of W. M. Fogler, who was 
a candidate before the Litchfield convention, 
and Dr. R. T. Higgins are mentioned. 

Shelby County will present the name of H. 
J. Hamlin, who was also a strong candidate 
in the convention that nominated Cook. It 
is the talk here among politicians of a pos- 
sibility Speaker Cochran of Moultrie County 
will be a candidate.

Says He Is Hiring Detectives to Camp 
f on His Trail.

Vanderbilts and Other Rich Men to 
Control the World’s Market. 

New York, Oct. 11.—{Special.|—The Van- 
derbilts, the Thornleys, and ex-Mayors 
Hewitt and Grace of New York City, Frank 
Rockefeller and F. B. Squire of the Standard 
Oil company, ahd Herman Frasch form a 
combination of millionaires who believe 
they will soon control the world’s sulphur 
market. Up to this time Sicily has had that 
distinction. For several vears the Vander- 
bilts have owned several acres of sulphur 
mines known as the Lake Charles sulphur 
mines of Calcasien County, La. Within 
the last three weeks it has been demon- 
strated the pumps now in operation can 
bring to the surface 100 tons of sulphur per 
day, year in and year out. This means at 
least 36,500 tons per annum, equal to one- 
third the entire consumption of the United 
States. The American syndicate Claims to 
be able to deliver pure sulphur at $5 per ton.

WASHINGTON CHOSEN BY THE 
EPISCOPALIAN CONVENTION. 


Opponents of Revision Win a Great Vic- 
tory—Representatives of Missionary 
Distriets Given the Right to Vote 
“Primate” Will Not Be Selected as the 


Title of the Presiding Bishop—Appoint- 
ments Announced in the House of 


Deputies. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 11. - |Special. ]— 
The dark horse won. Both houses of the 
Episcopal convention decided today to hold 
the next convention at Washington, D. C. 
This hag been a much fought over question, 
and it took a conference committee to set- 


tle it. 

The opponents of revision made s des- 
perate stand today and won a great victory. 
A rule had been adopted requirmg the 
sanction of à majority of both clerica! and 
lay delegations to make any change in the 
constitution, and by some bard work a major. 
ity of the lay delegations has been secured 
against any radical changes. It looks, there- 
fore, as if the constitution would be revised 
little, or else that the entire matter will be re- 
committed. The Deputies today reversed 
themselves by reuson of the voting being by 
dioceses instead of individuals, 

Sec. 6 of the Bishop's message denying 
missionary delegates the right to vote was re- 
jected. By a large vote the House of Depu- 
ties passed an amendment giving representa- 
tives of missionary districts the right to vote 
and participate in the deliberations of the 


house, 

The deputies spent most of the afternoon in 
final balloting by dioceses and orders on the 
question of concurring with the House of 
Bishops on Arts. 1 and 2 of the revised con- 
stitution. It was during this voting 
that the term primate was given a 
knuck-out blow. Dr. Parks put iv ua last 
rap at the objectionabie term by reterring to 
the term Archbishop, which tbe Bishops 
had adopted in a later article in place of 
primate, and to ve cons.stent he eaid they 
should provide that the primaie should be 
the seuior Archbishop. It required a majority 
-of the clerical and a majority of tne lay dele- 
gation< to concur with tne Bishops. 

The first section of Art. 1 was concurred in 
except that the woru ‘*synod’’ was changed 
to convention. Sec. 2 was concurred in 
without amendment. 

Will Be No Primate. 


J. Pierpont Morgan of New York led the 
fight against Sec. 3. which contained the 
word “primate,” and the objectionable 
clause wus ret concurred in by tho folluwing 
vote, a majority of the cergy and lay delega- 
tions not being secured: Cuierical—Yeas 31, 
nays 16, divided 6; lay vote—yeas 20, nays 
23, divided 3., 

It will be noticed that the most objection 
came from the laity. Ine remainder of the 
article was adopted after some inconse- 
quential debate,

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THREE MORE ENGLISHMEN DUE 
TODAY IN KANSAS CITY. 


Victims ef the International Emigration 
Association of London Which Collects 
from Kach $200, with the Promise of 
First-Class Passage and Work on Ar- 
rival, and Finally Leaves Them Stranded 
After a Trip in the Steerage—More on 
the Way—Northwest News. 


Kaneas City, Mo., Oct. 11.—[Special.]— 
There will probably arrive in Kansas City to- 
morrow three of the young men who were 
sent to Kansas City by an emigration bureau 
of London, Eng., under contract to work for 
Kansas farmers in violation of the Federal 
law. The men are George H. Eldred, Samuel 
Estridge, and E. H. Steele. They are in 
Wichita without money. Their nearest 
friend is P. E. Burrough, the British Vice- 
Consul of this city. He received a letter to- 
day. from them saying they had made ar- 
rangements to come here on a stock train. 

These men and dozens of others who were sent 
here are of good families in England. They paid 
A. L. Atkinson, President of the International 
Emigration Association of London, $200 
each, for which he agreed to give them first- 
class passage to Kansas and guaranteed them 
work on farms for one year at $5 a month 
the first six months and $10 a month the last 
six months. 

They were brought in the steerfige of cattle 
bouts to Montreal, where they were met by 
an agent, who brought them to Kansas and 
turned them loose to shift for them- 
sel ves. Some of the men who had 
been thus defrauded wrote to Vice-Consul 
Burrough six weeks ago, and he began an in- 
vestigation which resulted in proving Atkin- 
son and all his agents in this country to be 
fraude. He will forward his evidence to the 
English Government and have Atkinson and 
his emigration usr ociation suppressed. 

The Federal authorities have taken up the 
case and will prosecute the agents, as it is an 
offense punishabie by a fine of $1.000 to im- 
portulien contract labor. The Federal au- 
thorities, if they wish, may force the railroads 
which brought the men from Canada to re. 
tura them, but this will probably not be done, 

E. H. Simpson, one of the young men sent 
to Kansas by Atkinson, is in this city. He is 
being supported by local Engiishmen until 
he can get a remittance from home; when he 
will return to England. He is the son of the 
Dean of tne Church of England for Lincoln- 
shire and is well educated. When he reached 
Kansas be was put to work fora farmer who 
paid him nothing. 

Fifteen young men who had been sent over 
by Atkinson arrived in Montreal last Tues- 
day, and the agent there started for Kansas 
with nine of them that day. They reached 
St. Louis yesterday, and the intention was to 
arrest the agent there for violating the alien 
contract labor law, but he gave we officers 
the alip and went on toward Kansas. 

Warrants for Atkinson and Evans. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 11.—[Special. ]}—W. G. 
Bird, Labor Commissioner of Kansas, arrived 
here th.s evening from Topeka with warrants 
for the arrest of A. L. Atkinson and Edward 
Evans, the viclators ot the alien labor law. 
Neither man was caught. Atkinson arrived 
here ia-t Wedne-day, but succeeded in eiud- 
ing officers and it is presumed is now safe in 
Canada. Evans’ last address was the Hotel 
Dearborn, Chicago. Mr. Bird told the de- 
tails of the scheme. 

Atkinson is an Englishmanand Evans is his 
American partner. Atkinson received the 
young Englishmen in Engiand and usually 
~hipped them over to this country alone and 
Evans took charge of them. ‘The recruits un- 
dersiood they were to be placed on ranches 
here and treated like one of the family in the 
homes they were apprenticed to. When the 
dupes got to Kausas they were unioaded on 
farms there and were worked sixteen hours a 
day for $5 a month and found. 

Most of the Englishmen were the sons of 
gentlemen in reduced circumstances in En- 
gland, and the labor being more than they 
could stand they were thrown on their 
own resources. From: this necessity some of 
them took to steaiing, and for such crimes 
two were sent tu the penitentiary and three 
to workhouses. Labor Commissioner Bird 
has secured the reiease of those rent to the 
pen, and expects to do as weil by those in the 
work houses. 

Mr. Bird learned of the traffic about the 
time Atkinson landed in Canada with the last 
batch. ‘He telegraphed to the Montreal offi- 
cials, but the party had already started West. 
Then. he telegraphed here, but Atkinson 
learned in some way the officers were after 
him and disappeared,

ARMENIANS RETURN TO THEIR 
HOMES IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 


— — 


Officials Have a Hard Task to Induce the 
Men to Leave the Churches Where They 
Had Taken Refuge- They Are Promised 
Protection and Finally Consent to Go= 

United States to Send a Warship to Look 
After the Interests of Americans—Min- 
ister Jewell Vindicated. 


Constantinople, Oct. 10, via Sofia, Oct. 11. 
It is now stated upon good authority that 
the total number of killed, wounded, and 
missing Armenians up to date asa result of 
the recent uprising is over 700. The drago- 
mans of the various embassies, accompanied 
by the cavasses, after receiving instructions 
from the different envoys of the powers to 
assist the Turkish authorities in prevailing 
upon the Armenians to leave the churches in 
which they * N refuge after the outbreak, 
at first proceeded to the Armenian Church at 
Constantinople. 

re an Armenian Bishop and the drago- 
mans of the British Embassy exhorted the 
Armenians to return to their homes, assuring 
them they had nothing to fear from the 
1 and the strongest assurances had been 
n to the representatives of the powers of 
dae Turkish Government that the lives and 
property of the Armenians would be pro- 
tected. 

After consultation and delay the refugees 
declared they would not lea ve the church ex- 
cept on the tollowmg conditions: 

That amnesty be granted for political of- 
fenses; that they be permitted to retain the 
arms in their possession; that the prisons be 
opened for the inspection of representatives 
of the powers and that the innocent prisoners 
be released. 

The dragomans refused to consider these 
propositions. In the meanwhile, however, the 
Armenian women ana children had come out 
of the church, but when they noticed the men 
had not followed them they returned weeping 
and crying out that they would be killed if 
‘they returned to tneir homes alone, and say- 
ay, Frog preferred to die in the church. 

dragomans, in view of the obstinacy 

of the Arimenians, had a conference during 

the afternoon with tne Arthenian Patriarch, 

bet which, through the influence of that 

prelate, the evacuation of the Kumkapou 
Cathedral commenced. 

As the refugees left the catnedra! the priests 
entered their names on a special list while 
cavasses searched them, When arms were 
found upon the persons of the Armenians 
they were taken from them and deposited in 
the patriarchate, The evacuation of the other 
churches followed, the police not interferin 
with the work. In the Armenian churca o 
Constantinople it was subsequently announced 
1.200 persons had sought refuge and 500 
refugees left the Kumkapou Cathedral. 

Additional advices received here today 
from Trebizond, Armenia, show the Mussul- 
mans attacked the Christian quarter of that 
town and killed many of the Armenians. A 
number of others sought refuge outside the 
town. The Russian Government has decided 
to send a warship to Trebizond. 


AMERICAN WARSHIP IN TURKEY. 


Marblehead Ordered to Uphold the Dig- 
nity of the United States. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 11.—By request of 
Minister Terrell, for the protection of Ameri- 
can missionaries in Turkey and at the in- 
etance of the State Department, the Navy 
Department has ordered the Marblehead to 
the Gulf of Iskeaderoon (Gulf of Alexandret- 
ta). Minister Terrell also telegraphs that or- 
ders have been issued for all provinces to pro- 
tect Americans. 

It is not believed that there is imminent 
danger of an outbreak, but the warship has 
been ordered to Turkey rather as a precau- 
tionary measure. Last summer Admiral 
Kirkland took his two ships, the San Fran- 
cisco and the Marblehead, into these same 
waters. There was no actual rioting in prog- 
ress, but the situation had a threatening as- 
pect, Though the American warships could

After the election 
the convention was called to order by Pres- 
ident Riefler, and almost immediately the 
‘Debs matter came up on a report of the 
Committee on Resolutions. At yesterday's 
session a resolution was referred express- 
ing sympathy with Debs, but not indorsing 
his utterances while in jail at Woodstock 
in reference to trades unions and railway 
organizations. The Resolutions committee 
reported it back without recommendation. 
A discusison followed lasting nearly two 
hours. Finally the question was settled 
by carrying the following substitute: 

Whereas, Eugene V. Debs has stated to the pub- 
lic that the railway brotherhoods had been repu- 
diated by organized labor, 

Resolved, That the Illinois State Federation of 
Labor denies such assertions and extends to the 
railway brotherhoods its approval and assurances 
of continued esteem. 

Gov. Altgeld’s administration was indorsed 
and he was praised for what he had done for 
the laboring men. It was resolved that a 
copy of these resolutions be forwarded him. 
The Committee on Convict Labor submitted 
a long report recommending that the aid 
and cotperation of trades and reform or- 
ganizations in all the States be secured; that 
the federation work with wheelmen in en- 
deavoring to have the convicts employed in 
making better roads through the State. It 
was further recommended that the convicts 
be employed in the manufacture of goods 
for the inmates of the different State insti- 
tutions. The last Legislature was denounced 
for not taking action on this bill, which was 
presented. The federation condemned the 
garnishment law of the State. 

The platform of the federation as adopted 
asserts that all men are created free and 
equal; that all are equally entitled to enjoy 
what has been provided by nature and what 
is gained by the general growth and improve- 
ment of the community. No one should be 
permitted to hold the natural resources with- 
out a fair return. The spectacle of thou- 
sands of men out of employment is an un- 
natural condition. It concludes with a de- 
mand for taxation on valuation, so that each 
may be taxed in proportion. 

At the afternoon session a number of 
amendments were made to the constitution, 
among others one fixing the representation 
at five for each central body and the per 
capita tax at half a cent. A rising vote of 
thanks was extended the outgoing officers, 
and the oath of office was taken by the in- 
coming officials. Then came adjournment,

Roads Must Share the Burden 
of These Damages Verdicts.

STATUS OF THE LITIGATION. 


Claims against certain railroad companies, 
growing out,of viaduct damage suits, aggre- 
gating in round numbers $3,000,000, are be- 
ing got in‘shapé by Corporation Counsel 
Beale, with a view to bringmg about, if possi- 
ble, some sort of settlement and getting them 


But they are in such a tangled-up condition 
that at vest it will require, sp Mr. Beale says. 
geveral months and an enormous amount of 
hard work to reach any conciusion what- 
ever. 

These claims were brought originally by 
property-owners against the city for damages, 
alleged to have been sustained because of the 
building of viaducts across railroad rights of 
way, and damages have been recovered. ac- 
cording to Mr. Beale’s schedule, against the 
city for over $1,700,000, | 
The object now is to get at least a part if 
not all this expenditure back from the rail- 
roads. Whether it can be done remains to be 
geen. Most of the railroads concerned in 
these transactions are asking the city for com- 
pensation of losses sustained by them during 
the Debs strike. They are designated as 
riot claims, and the total sum demanded 
reaches $1,171,157. 

Present Counter Claims. 

Will one account be made to offset the 
other is the question? That of course depends 
on whether ‘the roads can make their “riot 
claims stick, and also whether they can be 
compelled to acknowledge liability in viaduct 
damages to adjoining property. 

On this liability point there appears to be a 
strong difference of opinion. When the 
viaduct building question first came up and 
was pushed through an agreement was entered 
into whereby the several railroad companies 
bound themselves to bear one-half the ex- 
pease, the city assuming responsibility for 
It worked charmingly until 
property owners commenced to make the city 
and the railroads defendants in a large num- 
ber of damage suits. Then the railroads 
commenced entering protests. It has been 
held they are as much liable in these 
cases as the city.

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SUDDEN STOP IN STREET CLEANING. 


Laborers Dismissed for Lack of Funds 
~—Efforts for Special Appropriation. 
One hundred and eighty laborers and fifty 

teamsters were discharged by Supt. Rhode 

of the Street and Alley Cleaning Bureau 
yesterday on account of a lack of funds for 
the operation of the department. 

Since assuming control of the department 
Mr. Rhode has devised new plans for the 
betterment of the streets and especially the 
alleys of the city as regards their cleanli- 
ness. The latter were found in a neglected 
condition and in the emergency, acting un- 
den the directions of Commissioner Kent, 
he engaged teams and men to clean those 
parts of alleys not cleaned by the regular 
contractors. The money left to do this work 
was limited. Nearly half of the annual 
appropriation was expended by the last ad- 
ministration. The appropriation for the cur- 
rent year is $665,900. May 1 the accounts 
of the Controller’s office showed $300,682 had 
been. expended in the first three months of 
the year, leaving a balance of $314,004 for 
the operation of the affairs of the depart- 
ment for the succeeding nine months. Sept. 
1 the bosks of the office showed a balance 
of ‘$147,774, but this sum has been greatly 
depleted since that time. A detailed report 
is being prepared for Mayor Swift. 

Last month 1,000 miles of streets and alleys 
were cleaned, but this month, owing to the 
forced reduction, 500 miles of cleaning is all 
that can be done, which means the outlying 
districts of the city will have to be neg- 


lected. 

Mr. Rhode held a short conference with 
Mayor Swift yesterday, who informed him 
the streets must be kept clean and an early 
effort would be made to obtain a special ap- 
propriation under the emergency clause. 
The estimate made by Mr. Rhode is that 
$50,000 is needed for the operating expenses 

his department for the rest of the year. 

nder the former administration the num- 
ber of complaints averaged over 900 weekly, 
While the number of complaints lodged 
last week for the entire city was fifty. 


MORTALITY IN CHICAGO DECREASES. 


Death Rate Falls Off During the Last 


Five Years. 

The report of the Bureau of Vital Statistics 
submitted to Commissioner Kerr for the 
month of September by Dr. M. O. Heckard, 
Registrar, shows the death rate was 1.26 in 
a thousand. A comparison is made with the 
month of September for the last four years, 
which shows a decrease as follows: Septem- 
1891, 1.64; September, 1892, 1.41; 
September, 1893, 1.38; September, 1804, 
1.81; average for the five years, including 
1895. 1.48, or less than the rate for the year 
1891. The annual dsath rate of previous 
years is as follows: 1891, 19.66; 1892, 
17.00; 1893, 16.68; 1894, 15.6;8 1895. 
15.01. The annual death rate has decreased 
from 19.66 in 1891 to 15.01.

Will Meet at Springfleld Next Year 
Loath to Part, and Ever the Weath.- 
er Man Caused Tears to Flow—Much 
Kissing and Holding of Hands for 
the Final Adieux—Proceedings at 
the Morning and Afterneon Ses- 


sions. 

Feoria, III., Oct. 11.—[Special.}—That nota- 
ble event, the first annual meeting of the In- 
nois Fegfd@dation of Women’s clubs, has 
passed into history. 

it was a great gathering, In the first place 
the delegates were really remarkable, not 
only for their progressive spirit, but their 
good looks and handsome gowns. The in- 
experienced woman was not in evidence.

Even the weather 
man could not restrain his tears, and wept 
copiously toward evening. 

There was much osculation and prolonged 
hulding of hands among the women before 
the final adieux.

No more charming club woman could be 
found to preside over the Illinois Federation 
for another year than Mrs, Candee, She is 
typical of the progressive woman of the day. 

essentially a domestic woman, she is also 
interested particularly in art, literature, and 
music. She isa handsome woman with en- 
gaging Manners and or gowns, with- 
all, and one to be intensely admired, Mrs, 
Candee comes from old Puritan stock. She 
was born in Pennsylvania of Revolutionary 
ancestors, some of whose forefathers, in 
turn, came to this country with William 
Penn. When quite young Mrs, Candee came 
to lilinois, where she has served in various 
positions of prominence. She was graduated 
from Rock ford Seminary and afterward mar- 
ried Henry H. Candee of the United States 
navy. For years Mrs. Candee has been an en- 
thusiast in woman’s work. She is President 
of the Cairo Woman's club, having helped to 
found the organization twenty years ago. As 
one of the prejectors and directors of the 
Cairo Public Library much of her time is 
devoted to this undertaking. Mrs. Candee 
was particularly interested in the work of the 
Columbian Exposition, She was appointed 
to fill a vacancy among the lady menagers of 
Illinois of the Columbian Exposition Beard. 
She was Chairman of the Decorative Art 
Committee, on the latter doing effective 
service in such a congenial field, her wide 
acquaintance through the State being most 
useful to the board. 

Mes. Candee came to the present con ven- 
tion from Minneapolis where she hus been 
attending the triennial meeting of the Wom- 
an's Auxiliary of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. Besides these duties, she is a Vice- 
President of the Illinois Woman’s Press 
Association and the Chicago Society for Aid 
to Armenia. 


Morning Session Characterized by 
Mach Splitting of Hairs. 

There were exciting scenes at the morning 
session, Every individual woman wanted 
an emphatic say“ on several subjects, and 
a most animated pow-wow was precipitated. 

That these up-to-date women were all 
in a mood to be strictly parliamentary was 
evident at the start. The suffragist element 
had not been in politics for nothing and were 
bent on improving the opportunity to have 
some fine points settled. Mrs. Julia Plato 
Harvey of Chicago started the ball rolling 
innocently enough when she stepped for- 
ward to read the report of the Nominating 
committee. She explained that the com- 
mittee had arisen at 5 o’clock that morning 
to perfect its list of officers. She said, 
furthermore, the committee thought it ad- 
visable to submit two lists, and thus give the 
delegates an opportunity to cast their bal- 
lots for the candidates of their choice. 

Before Mrs. Harvey could proceed one 
woman wanted to know if other names 
could be presented from the floor. This 
precipitated a prolonged discussion by some 
of the most learned parliamentarians. There 
was a hair-splitting of fine points. Many 
women wanted to talk at the same time, 
and an occasional delegate with a small 
voice that could not be heard above the buzz 
of conversation might be seen telling her 
troubles to herself. In the meantime Mrs. 
88 used her gavel vigorously and de- 
clared: 

I hope I shall not lose the fine reputation 
I made yesterday fér being gentle, but really 
everybody must not talk at once.“

Resolved, further, That to accomplish this end 
we will visit the public schools in our home cities 
and study educational questions with reference to 
local conditions and will endeavor to secure the 
election of disinterested and non-political members 
of boards of education. 

Resolved, further, That h club in the federa- 
tion be asked to report at next annual meeting 
upon some special line of public school work which 
may be particularly interesting to it because in 
line with the special work for which the club was 
organized. 

This resolution precipitated another live- 
ly discussion among women of political pro- 
clivities. Mrs. Hannah Crane of Chicago 
strongly objected to the word “non-politi- 
cal.” She said: 

“This word makes the federation admit 
it is non-partisan. This question is of vital 
importance, and has made much unpleasant 
feelings before. I should like to hear from 
the Republican women of Cook County. 


Are Still im Politics. 


Wheretpon Mrs. Corinne Brown of the 
Woodlawn Woman's club introduced a reso- 
lution as an amendment to the resolution 
offered by Mrs. Wiles. After the parlia- 
mentarians had settled the point whether a 
resolution could be amended it was moved 
te strike out the word “non-political,” and 
the resolutions were adopted as corrected. 
Then Mrs. Brown began pushing her rival 
resolution and there were emphatic speeches 
by women who declared the resolutions did 
not bear upon the same subject and could 
not be united. By this time it was almost 1 
o’clock. P 

“I move we adjourn,” shouted a woman 
who looked hungry. 

This brought Mrs. Wiles down upon her, 
who said warmly: “Unless weavomen want 
to make a laughing stock of ourselves we 
will settle this question before we adjourn.” 

Mrs. Brown finally consented to withdraw 
her resolution and have it considered as a 
separate motion at another time. So the 
seven women who were waiting on the floor 
to say something sat down. The hungry 
looking woman made a second motion to ad- 
journ. There was general consent, and the 
parliamentarians were obliged to postpone 
the consideration of other intricate points 
until next year.

Interesting Papers by Notable Women 
Fill Up the Closing Session. 

The closing feature of the federation was 
4 at over a cup of tea in the delightful 
dfming-room of the club-house... Curtains 
were drawn, and as the guests came down 
they were given the cup that cheers but 
not inebriates. The serving table was 
heaped in the center with pink roses and 
lighted by silver candelabra. Five young 
ladies in pretty frocks presided. They were 
Misses Bourland, Hitchcoek, Wilbur, Mor- 


ron, and Hall. 

Soon the rooms were crowded with wom- 
en, all eager to have one last word. And 
not until night set in and the street lamps 
were lighted were the last final messages 
and adieus delivered. 

The afternoon was devoted to a literary 
program, with the transaction of some un- 
finished business. 
many men of Peoria evidently taking advan- 
tage of the last chance to see the Illinois 
new women. Two names on the. program 
were of men who have earned eminence 
for the Ives in their respective fields. 
They were Mrs. J. M. Flower and Miss Julia 
Lathrop; the former the first woman trustee 
ever appointed for the Illinois State Univer- 
sity; the latter the State of Char- 
ities, Altogether what thése two women do 
not know about the institutions of the State, 
educational and industrial, is probably hard- 
ly worth mentioning, and if two women may 
be said. to have same hobby their’s is the 
same—to speak plainly, bad boys. This 
fact was demonstrated in each of their 
papers for the afternoon, although the 
roads taken to the subject were somewhat 
différent. 

Mrs. Flower begged for better school 
teachers and more State intervention and 
Miss Lathrop asked for special houses or 
school-rooms with manual training for 
the incorrigibles. 
rather hard at teachers in her remarks, 
classed examinations as perfunctory, and 
laid the blame on political pulls and person- 
al favoritism. 

Miss Lathrop urged compulsory educa- 
tion, but safd both political parties were 
afraid to attack the subject and would not 
until public sentiment compelled them to. 


Mrs. Flower on Public School Failures. 


Mrs. Flower said further: 

One of the causes of failure in our public school 
education to accomplish the best results is the 
fault of the teachers. 

Our public schools are full of incompetent tach- 
ers who seek that field because it is in their esti- 
mation a higher rank socially than is offered by any 
kind of labor obtainable.

Many of them haive no 
appreciation of anything in their work beyond do- 
ing what they must in order to draw their salaries. 

Were the schools not controlled by personal and 
political influences many of the “unfit’’ teachers 
would soon be of the class dependent on charity. 

In advocating education for the masses 
necessity for the general good of any comm 
we are frequently confronted with an arr 
statistics showing that a large percentage of all 
criminals can read and write, and that really the 
most dangerous and ingenious amcng them are 
really well educated.

The present author professes to 
othe learned the secret of happiness—that of 
never giving way to either anger or worry 
from a Japanese philosopher, though he 
might ha ve learned the same lesson of unsel- 
fishness from the fundamental principles of 
Christianity. He thinks, however, & by 
investing, his axiomatic platitudes in a pictur- 
esque Oriental dress he will lend to them a 
fashionable fascination.

The board did 
not add as much as in 1894. It could not have 
done so without cutting other counties down 
toomuch. Consequently there will be rather 
less revenue for city and county purposes 
this year than there was last. Having had 
due notice of this municipal authorities can 
proceed to study economy and devise meth- 
ods of retrenchment. 
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CHICAGO AND THE NATIONAL CONVEN- 
TION. 

Three years ago the Republican National! 
committee spent all the money it could lay 
its hands on to elect Harrison and get an 
indorsement of the McKinley law. It also 
spent $40,000 which was either advanced or 
borrowed by the committeemen. They want 
to get that money back, and they expect 
to obtain it out of the city to which they send 
the next national convention. 

After a fashion, then, the convention is 
up for auction. The city which gets the 
prize must put up a bonus of $40,000 to pay 
for the dead horses of the last Presidential 
campaign. And in addition to that bonus 
it must pay for all the ordinary expenses 
of the convention. That is, it must pro- 
vide free of cost a meeting hall, committee 
rooms, committee expenses, etc. 

If it were not for this little deficiency 
legacy of 1892 there would be no question 
about the national convention coming to 
Chicago. 

Without disparaging other places, there 
is not one which can accommodate the con- 
vention and its accompanying crowds' as 
satisfactorily as Chicago. Here is the vast 
Auditorium Hall. If that is not large 
enough there will be the Coliseum. It is 
not as centrally located, but it is easily 
and quickly accessible. There are hotels 
enough here to house comfortably and on 
reasonable terms all delegates and visitors 
twice over. 

This city is not more than an hour’s rail- 
road ride eastward from the present center 
of population of the United States, or of 
the Republican population of the Nation. 
It is as n€éar that center now as Pittsburg 
was when the first convention was held 
forty years ago. Consequently the total 
disbursements for railroad travel will be 
less if the convention meets here than any- 
where else it is likely to be held, and as this 
is such a great railroad center there will be 
abundant facilities for getting here quickly 
and comfortably. 

Apart from these considerations Chicago 
is neutral ground among the candidates 
for President. This State has no favorite 
son and is not pushing any man for that of- 
fice. The Illinois Republicans are divided 
in their preferences. Some prefer Allison 
of Iowa, others McKinley of Ohio, or Reed 
of Maine. Harrison has friends,, so has 
Morton. They want the strongest candi- 
date; they desire a man who will be sure to 
carry Illinois in 1896. They will trust the 
wisdom of the convention to give them 
that man. 

But the Republican leaders of this city, 
while willing to raise the money needed to 
take care of the convention in good style, 
ure somewhat staggered. by this un- 
usual demand for a big sum of money 
to pay off the old debts of 1892. It oc- 
curs to them that if they raise a great sum 
of money early in the year for this purpose 
it may be hard to procure enough funds 
later in the year, when they will need them 
for campaign work. The men to whom they 
go for subscriptions may say that they 


spare much more. 

Citizens of Pittsburg are, it is said, sub- 
scribing freely to make up this dead horse 
money which the National committee 
wants. That is not surprising. The manu- 
facturers of that city would like to have an 
ultra high tariff platform, and they fancy 
they are more likely to get one if the con- 
vention is held there, where local influ- 
ences can be brought to bear on it. 

If Chicago Republicans decide to pay off 
this old indebtedness as well as take care 
of the large convention expenses it will 
not be for the purpose of dictating the plat- 
form or the selection of the candidate. It 
will simply be because those Chicagoans 
who feel interested in the matter decide that 
it will be for the best interests of the party 
to have the convention held in Chicago, and 
are willing to make necessary sacrifices to 
get it. But if they do pay those old debts 
it will be with an understanding that the 
National committee do not pass around the 
hat for more money during the campaign. 


RAILROAD TRUST METHODS. 

It is reported from New York that the 
Presidents of the Eastern trunk railroad 
lines and their Western connections have 
practically arrived at a new freight and 
fare tariff agreement. If the arrangement 
is carried out without change from the plan 
as outlined a board of nine governors ” 
will have absolute control of the making 
and maintaining of trust rates for the 
sixteen lines which are parties to it. The 
trust board will be directed to act in har- 
mony with the Inter-State Commerce Coni- 
m and empowered to offer suitable re- 

for information that will lead to the 
detection and punishment of any violations 
of the inter-State law. ‘Phe “ governors ” 
are to have control of the fast freight lines 
and of the soliciting agents, and to have the 
power to establish joint agencies for freight 
and passenger business, and to make rates, 
fares, and rules, the freight schedules to be 
effective over all classes of freight except 
pots petroleum, iron ore, and a very few 


other articles. They may appoint three 
commissioners to act as the executive offi- 
cers of the association, and may establish a 
clearing-house for conducting a system of 
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have given liberally already and cannot 


bringing to bear of another pressure ‘on 


Congress for the legalizing of railroad poel- 
ing, and count on being able to carry their 
point. If they do make such an effort it 
should be resisted by every friend of justice 
for the people, as the establishment of such 
a tryst would mean a despotism more op- 
pressive than the one which it was sought 
to abolish by the passage of the inter-State 
law. Under it the commercial and mauu- 
facturing interests of the country would be 
ruled as with a rod of iron, and it may be 
feared that discrimination in favor of a 
few as against the many would be worse 
than ever. 

The railroad Presidents are attempting 
too much. They might with great ad- 
vantage to all concerned appoint advisory 
committees with the object of equalizing 
rates, not only on different lines and be- 
tween different sections but in the classifi- 
cation of freight on the several roads. At 
present the inequality of ratings is a crying 
evil, and it is so artificial in some of its feat- 
ures that it cannot be defended on the score 
of reasonableness, to say nothing of gross 
injustice. Also it would be of vast benefit 
to the public if these officials would throw 
the weight of their influence in the direc- 
tion of exposing all such discriminations in 
favor of the few as against the many as 
now are a standing disgrace to the railroad 


‘system and have been for many years past. 


It is highly desirable to put a stop to the 
“cutting of rates,” for that cutting hardly 
ever is an advantage to the public, but al- 
most always a great injury, because as soon 
as the cut is extended to the great majority 


of shippers a cry is raised about it and 


the protest causes a theoretical if not an 
actual change of policy by the named of- 
fender. The interests of the stockholders 
are not consulted in either case. They not 
only would obtain all the dividends they are 
entitled to if fair rates of freight were in- 
sisted on from all persons served by the 
roads, but would fare better on such fair 
rates than if the schedules were fixed 
higher, this for the reason that higher rates 
than are necessary always favor the grant- 
ing of rebates in some shape to a few per- 
sons who manage to become friends of 
the officials. 

There is no need for such pooling as ap- 
pears to be contemplated, and it ought not 
to be permitted. The true cure for the pres- 
ent evils of railroad mismanagement is to 
change the law to such an extent that the 
treasuries of the carrying corporations shall 
be made responsible in all cases for which 
it is proved that one man has been charged 
more than another for the same amount of 
service at the same time over any line of 
road in the United States. If dne provision 
were made for enabling all parties dis- 
criminated against to prove the wrongdoing, 
and corporations made to refund in every 
such instance,the favoring of some persons 
in conparison with the great mass soon would 
become too expensive a luxury to be in- 
dulged in, and the stockholders would see to 
it that no official had a chance to make 
them pay such damages and costs a second 
time, 


THE INDIANAPOLIS ELECTION. 

There are three reasons sufficient to ac- 
count for the election of the new Demo- 
cratic Mayor of Indianapolis. First, ‘the 
fanatical element of the city demanded the 
rigid enforcemegt of the Nicholson law 
and dragooned the Republicans by threats 
of defeating Pi into espousing their 
cause. Second, the same element made 
itself offensive by taking a stand against 
any ball-playing Sunday. Instead of re- 
quiring players not to play in such manner 
as to be a nuisance, they threatened to stop 
it altogether and to prosecute both players 
and spectators. Third, the Republicans 
ran a candidate whe was personally un- 
popular, who did not like Harrison, and who 
had voted and worked against him in the 
national campaign of 1892. When election 
day came many friends of Harrison, to 
show their resentment, turned round and 
worked against him and his ticket. 

The Nicholson law, however, caused more 
loss to the Republicans than any other 
issue. Taggart, a personally popular man. 
kept his mouth shut as to that law. He 
secured the votes of all dissatisfied voters 
and knocked the Republican ticket to pieces. 
He was elected Mayor, was installed in his 
office Thursday, and his very first order 
was a direction to the Superintendent of 
Police to enforce the Nicholson law just as 
his predecessor had enforced it and with 
the same energy that has been manifested 
in the past. His action was a fair sample 
of Democratic consistency. But it may be 
asked what has the saloon element gained, 
after working and voting for Taggart? 


THEY WANT TO CONFISCATE THE FARMS. 

The Illinois State Federation of Labor 
held its yearly meeting at Peoria this week. 
The President in his address gave his ex- 
planation of the causes of industrial disas- 
ters, and anounced his remedy for them. 
The farmers of this State and the owners 
of building lots in cities, towns, and vil- 
lages will be interested in his recommenda- 
tions. Said he: 

What are the essential conditions that must nec- 
essarily surround a human being to invest him 
with the right to life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness? First and most important of them 
all is the right to use the earth, a right to which 
both God and nature have made all men equal. 

It ig utterly impossible to establish this equality 
of right to life while some men are permitted to 
monopolize, to the exclusion of others, the source 
from which must be drawn the sustenance of life. 

Encouraged by legislation and the taxing power 
of the State, the land monopolist is privileged to 
confiscate the product of industry by controlling 
and curtailing its opportunities. 


Therefore, says the Chairman, the State 
must confiseate the rental value, and thus 
the selling value, of every man’s farm in II. 
linois, and every man’s lot in city or town. 
The proceeds of these confiscated rentals 
are to be used “to defray the expenses o/ 
State and municipal governments.” 

But under that system the “right to use 
the earth” would be no freer than it is 
now. At present any man who has money 
can buy land cheaply, or he can get land to 
work on shares or for a low rental. But 


precious few of the members of this Fed- 


eration of Labor are yearning to leave the 
cities and live by the hard, toilsome process 
of working land on shares or for rent. 
There are always plenty of farmers who are 


ber of “Federations of Labor” to possess 
the ability to confiscate the farms and lots 
of the owners in Illinois. The owners are 
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3 ha ve the State landlord sys- 
tem. The opportunities of the city work- 
ingman who does not save his wages would 
_be no greater than they are now, nor would 
“he live and toil on a farm if offered it free of 
reut and taxes. Where as now there are 
hundreds of thousands of land monopo- 
lists,” and any industrious, sober, teinper- 
ate, aud saving man with fair health can 
become one, then there would be but one 

land monopolist ”"—the State—and its citi- 
zens would be its rack-rented tenants. The 
“labor” demagogues would fix the rents 
for the farmers to pay on their own property. 

A “land monopolist,” according to those 
demagogues, is a man who, relying on the 
Constitution and laws of this State and of 
the United States, and the customs of civ- 
ilized mankind, has bought a fee simple 
title to real estate, paying all that was asked 
for it. He may be a farmer or a city me- 
chanic. Or the property he holds may 
have come to him from his parents, who 
bought it or to whom it was given by the 
government for military services. It is 
proposed now that those men shall pay rent 
to the State for their own lands—as much 
rent as they can get now from tenants. 

In order that this may be done this labor 
leader asks that a constitutional convention 
be called. Fortunately that is a matter 
about which the land-owners and their sons 
have something to say. They have votes 
with which to resist spoliation under color 
of law, as they have arms with which to re- 
sist violent spoliation. When they come to 
know more fully than they do now what 
the schemes of these confiscators are they 
will be prepared to meet them. 
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“BUTCH” LYONS AND SOCIETY. 

The hanging of “Butch” Lyons, like the 
hanging of “Buff” Higgins a few months 
ago, directs attention again to one of the 
most serious problems with which Chicago 
and every other great and crowded city has 
to deal. That problem is—how can the 
community protect itself against crime for 
which itself is responsible, which itself 
fosters, and which itself makes serious? 

Both Higgins and Lyons were guilty of 
deliberate murder for which there was no 
provocation in either case. Bach had a 
fair trial and the benefit of strenuous efforts 
to obtain a pardon from the Governor. 
On the lips of each as he left the world 
which had proved so inhospitable and 
troubled a place for him was this accusa- 
tion against society: “I never had a chance.” 

Tue TRIBUNE is very far from admitting 
this accusation to be wholly true, nor would 
it allow the accusation, if it were wholly 
true, to be a plea of complete or partial 
justification for the crimes of Lyons and 
Higgins. Put there is undoubtedly more 
truth in it than appears at first glance. In 
order to discover how much it is necessary 
to examine the history of those who ut- 
tered it. 

The lives of the two murderers were 80 
similar that an account of one will 
serve also forthe other. Lyons was the son 
of a day laborer whose means were not 
sufficient to give his son any advantages of 
education or discipline, and whose strug- 
gle for existence was so fierce that he could 
not take time to know much of his son s 
habits and companions. The boy, whose 
home was in the slums of poverty and its 
inevitably accompanying degradation, was 
ullowed to run wild on the streets, and at 
an early age he was corrupted by other boys 
like, but older than himself. By the time he 
was nine years advanced towards manhood 
he had been detected in some petty mis- 
demeanor and sent to that Fagin’s school 
of vice and crime, that moral cesspool, the 
bridewell. There he was still further cor- 
rupted and still further instructed in prac- 
tices dangerous and vile. When he was re- 
leased there was no hope for him unless he 
could be sent into the country or to sea or 
to some other place away from his old com- 
panions. 

That was impossible, and the boy con- 
tinued on the road upon which he had start- 
ed. Offense followed offense, and punish- 
ment punishment, until one day the police 
received orders to arrest Lyons on sight as 
often as possible. Thenceforward he lived 
like a hunted animal, lying all day hid and 
stupefied with the poisonous stuff that is 
sold for beer in the saloons of the neighbor- 
hood and skulking forth at night on er- 
rands of crime. Before he became well- 
grown he had been sent to the bridewell 
more than sixty times, and when his face 
became unfamiliar there it was because it 
was becoming familiar in the peniten. 
tiary. ' 

For such a man honest work was out of 
the question, even though he desired it. 
Every time he came out of the confinement 
which we fondly persuade ourselves is cor- 
rective he was more desperate and found life 
harder than ever. At last he and another 
like him, while engaged in highway robbery, 
committed murder, and the end was at 
hand, the tragic end which shadowed Cook 
County Jail yesterday morning. 

Such was this man’s life, such was the 
man who for thirty years was an enemy 
preying upon society. In the dark region 
which borders and threatens Chicago, in 
the community which, though a part of is 
no part of this great city, there are thou- 
sands like him, starting in ignorance and 
squalor, as he started, proceeding along the 
road he followed and approaching the doom 
he met. No way appears to treat them but 
the way he was treated. Yet that way is 
manifestly a failure. What is to be done 
about it? Can society not give the Lyons 
a chance? 

DEATH OF NOMINEE COOK. 

The Hon. Oyrus L. Cook of Alton, the 
Republican nominee for Congress in the 
Eighteenth Illinois Congressional District, 
died suddenly yesterday morning of heart 
disease at the Great Northern Hotel in this 
city, Judge Cook was held in high esteem 
by a large circle of friends throughout the 
State. He enjoyed the reputation of a good 
citizen of much ability and an honest man. 
His death will be keenly felt by all who 
knew him, and was deeply regretted by 
those in attendance on the State Central 
committee. A selection of a candidate for 
Congress by the Republican party must be 
made at once, and a meeting of the commit- 
teemen for that purpose has been called at 
Litchfield next Monday. Singularly enough,

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IS PLENTY OF TRADE. 


NOTWITHSTANDING ITS VOLUME 
THERE IS AN UNCERTAINTY. 


Growing Uneasiness About the Near 
Future of Industries, Although the 
Money Markets are Neither Strained 
Nor Threatening and Foreign Ex- 
changes No Longer Cause Apprehension 
«Discouraging Features are Weakness 
in Pig Iron and Small Exports of Wheat. 


New York, Oct. 11.—R. G. Dun 4 Co,’s 
Weekly Review of Trade, which issues tomor- 
row, will say: 

The price barometer gives indications that 
are not entirely favorable. Cotton goods go 
up, with increasing evidence that the crop of 
cotton is short. Prices of other manufact- 
ured products, of wool, hides, and leather, all 
show some decline, a general abatement in 
new orders being the principal cause. 

With an immense volume of business, not 
much exceeded in the largest month of the 
exceptional year 1892 and with evidence that 
in several important branches the volume 
has surpassed that of any previous year, 
there is a growing uncertainty about the near 
future of industries. Money markets are 
neither strained nor threatening, foreign ex- 
changes no longer raise apprehension, and 
fears for the great Northwestern crops are 
past. There have been few advances of 
wages of labor durmg the last month and 
only a few works have been closed by strikers 


for an advance. 

The production of pig iron Oct. 1 was the 
largest in the history of the country, 201,414 
weekly, against 194,029 Sept. 1, 196,000 
tons having been the highestin 1892. Stocks 
unsold are not stated, but substantially the 
whole production is in execution of past 
orders, On the other hand, new orders are 
exceedingly small. There is a marked de- 
crease in almost all finished products. Tank 
steel ig lower, bar iron is offered by some at 
concessions, plates are not firm, the struct- 
‘ural demand greatly increased, and wire 
rods decline $1 to $29, with lower wire and 
a much reduced demand for naile. Bessemer 
pig has fallen $1 to $10 at Pittsburg and 
gray forge 25 cents, and prices of iron prod- 
ucts average 1}¢ per cent lower for the week. 
Discontinuance of a demand, which could 
not be expected to continue at the same rate 
after prices had risen 52.9 per cent, leaves 
actual consumption in question. 

In woolen manufactures, a demand for 
dress goods‘and some specialties keeps many 
fully employed, but most of the works mak. 
ing men’s woolens, for which new orders are 
scanty; find not enough to keep them run- 
ning. To pile up goods in advance, whoily 
in the dark as to future foreign competition, 
involves such risk some concerns may 
close fora time, Yet sales of wool continue 
heavy, 11,849,200 pounds for the week, 
largely speculative, 

cotton manufacture is peculiarly fa- 
vored in the rise of materials and by the ex- 
traordinary stocks of cotton brought over 
from last year, but goods are also advancing, 
those quoted last week. now averaging 90.8 
agaiast 87.5 per cent of the prices of 1890. 

It is too early for cotton movements to cast 

— light on the probable yield. 
{ [Port receipts thus far, 28 per cent smaller 
than last year, do not indicate as small a crop 
as many feared, in view of the known late- 
ness of pickiig. Widely circulated advices 
to hold back cotton have some influence also. 
At present prices, averagi 84¢ cente in 
Southern markets, against 5% cents a year 
ago, 7,000,000 bales will N 513.000. 
000 more than 9,900,000 bales brought last 
year. 

Wheat receipts have been 7,531,474 bush- 
els, against 4,690,181 last year, and Atlantic 
exports only 1,707,629 bushels, flour in- 
cluded, against 1,008,786 laet year. 

The movement at Duluth is so heavy as to 
absorb vessels and almost arrest more ship- 
mente. 

Failures for the week have included two 
banks and eeveral concerns of some size, and 
have been 268 in the United States, against 
231 last year, and 52 in Canada, against 43 
last year. 


DEMAND FOR SEASONABLE GOODS 


Small Exports of Wheat and Weakness in 
Pig Iron Discouraging Features, 

New York, Oct. 11.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

Cooler weather has stimulated a seasonable 
demand for staple dry goods, millinery, and 
clothing, and jobbers in these lines in all parts 
of the country feel the improvement. Relative- 
ly, most gain has been made at the South, where 
an improvement is reported in almost al) lies. 
luterior merchants are placing more liberal or- 
ders than for several years and larger distribut- 
ing centers report sales of goods to the cotton 
7 t and collections therefrom exceptionally 
ree. 


The more unfavorable features are found in 
disappointment at the moderation with which 
wheat is exported from week to week, the re- 
ported weakness in pig iron and steel billets, 
and in the competition suffered by domestic 
woolen manufacture from abroad. 

An examination of these conditions indicate, if 
reports of the size of the wheat cropand of 
wheat stocks carried out be accepted. average 
weekly exports from this country, if kept up to 
the end of the crop year, will exhaust the amount 
of wheat available for shipment abroad. 
Exports of wheat (wheat flour included as 
wheat) from both coasts of the United States 
this week amount to 2,244,000 bushels, compared 
with 2,813,000 bushels last week, 3,317,000 
bushels in the week a year ago. 2.862.000 bush- 
els two years ago, and with 8,525,000 bushels 
three years ago,

— eye crowd of hangers-on of the courts 
was not present. Sheriff Pease excluded ail 
the morbidly curious who had no excuse for 
being there, and limited the attendance to 
jail officials, jury of physicians, deputy 
sheriffs, and twonewspaper men from each 
of the aaily papers. 

All the morning a large crowd of loafers 
hung about the streets and alleys near the 
jail, and it required a dozen policemen to 
kacp the crowd away from the alley gate 
nearest the jaii door. Dozens of well-dressed 
men pushed through the throng and tried to 
gain admittance by sending verbal and writ- 
ten messages to the Sheriff asking to be ad- 
mitted. No one was admitted except the 
holders of tickets, vf which only sixty-one 
were issued. Two visiting Sheriffs were 
present. They were admitted by Sheriff 
Pease becausé they will both be called upon 
to officiate at the execution of Albert Wal- 
lace of Tazewell County Oct. 25, and they 
wished to see how the gruesome task should 
be done. They were Sheriff J. E. Stout of 
Tazewell County and Sheriff Charles J. 
Yookey of La Salle County. 

Lyons passed a sleepless night, writing let- 
ters, smoking cigars, and talking with his 
death watch. He ate a small breakfast and 
seemed perfectly cool and self-possessed. At 
9:40 o’clock Father Dore and Father Finn 
called and spent the last two and one-half 
hours with him. He seemed to have no hope 
of interference by the United States Court 
and did not inquire as to his attorneys’ efforts 
in that direction. 

Remains Unmoved to the End. 


At 11:05 o’clock Sheriff Pease appeared in 
the death chamber and read the death war- 
rant. Every one in the room seemed more 
affected than Lyons. He set his teeth firmly 
and gave no sign of fear or weakness. When 
the priests began to pray he bowed his head 
and sat silentiy waiting. Then there was a 
8 period of waiting and leave taking. 

lly the time arrived tor the march to the 
scaffold, and the little procession was formed. 
Sheriff Pease, Deputies Spears, Peters, and 
Folz, Dr. Fortner, the County Physician, the

The execution was delayed until exactly 12 
o clock by Sheriff Pease’s watch in order to 
give the condemned man the benefit of the 
ast moment of time in which the United 
States courts might grant a writ of habeas 
corpus. 
The whistle in the Court House yard 
sounded for noor. and ten seconds later the 
procession reached the scaffold and Lyons 
stepped on the trap, — the black cruci- 
fix before his pale face. e kissed the em- 
blerg and handed it to Father Dore. Then 
he ciosed his eyes and did not open them 
again. His face was ghastly, but he showed 
no sigu of breaking down, and his voice was 
strong when he repeated in jerky sentences 
the words of a brief prayer, which Father 
Finn repeated before him, as if he were an 
untaughtchiid. In the three minutes that fol- 

owed the officiais adjusted the straps about 
his arme, body, and ankles. At 12:03 the 
drop fell, and ten minutes later he was pro- 
nounced dead. The neck was broken, 8 
death was almost instantaneous. :

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RIGHTS IN NEUTRAL OOUNTRIES, 


How Far the Insurgents May Expect 
Aid from Other Countries. 
Chicago, Oct. 8.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
In view of the intense interest of the r 
of this country in the struggle now a 
in Cuba for self-government, and 
also, of the fact that it is not men the 1 * 
surgents need but arms and ammunition— 
in other words merchandise—it is important 
to know just what rights they have in this 
and other neutral countries in the purchase 
and shipment of such goods. Nothing can 
more fully illustrate and define these rights 
than the facts in the late case of the Itata, 
and the decision of the United States Court 
thereon. In 1891 certain citizens known as 
the Congressional party were in armed re- 
bellion and carrying on war against the reg- 
ular government of Chile, with which the 
United States was at peace. Their bellig- 


' erency, even, had not been recognized. The 


Itata, an ordinary merchant vessel, was 
captured at Valparaiso by the insurgents 
and used to convey troops, provisions, and 
munitions of war, and also as a hospital 
ship and a prison. Four small cannon were 
put on its decks and it carried a jack and 
pennant. 

One Trumbull came to the United States as 
agent for the insurgents and at New York 
bought of a mercantile firm 5,000 rifles and 
2,000,000 cartridges, with intent to send them 
to the insurgents. He shipped them by rail 
to San Francisco in charge of one Burt. 
The Itata was sent to get the arms and con- 
vey them to Chile, and was atcompanied as 
far as Cape St. Lucas by the warship Es- 
meralda in service of the insurgents. At 
one of the Chilean ports the Itata took on 
board some few soldiers with their arms. 
A: San Lucas the Captain of the Esmeralda 
took command of the Itata and its Captain. 
The Itata then proceeded to San Diego really 
in command of the Esmeralda's Captain, but 
ostensibly of another, who represented that 
it Was an ordinary merchantman bound to 
some port on the Northern coast. Before 
cemi into United States waters it hauled 
down its jack and pennant, removed the can- 
non from its decks and stored them in its 
hold, and the soldiers on board removed their 
uniforms and stored their arms. At San 
Diego it bought coal and provisions, some of 
which were marked Esmeralda.“ Mean- 
while Trumbull had chartered a schooner at 
San Francisco to take the arms and ammu- 
nition from there to a point in the judicial 
district of San Diego, where it could meet 
the Itata and deliver them on board it, to be 
conveyed to Chile for the punpose already 
stated. 

The schooner accordingly took on board 
the arms and ammunition, and in charge of 
Burt proceeded to Catalina Island where it 
expected to meet the Itata. Meanwhile the 
suspicions of some United States officers 
were aroused that the neutrality laws were 
being violated, and the 1 was directed 
by the Attorney-General to detain the Itata, 
and he went on board of it at San Diego and 
put a keeper in charge of it and then went 
in search of the schooner which he did not 
find in United States waters. 

The Itata, however, communicated with 
the schooner, and fixed upon a point near 
San Clements Island as the place of meeting 
and transferring the arms, etc., and the 
Itata without obtaining clearance papers 
and against the protest of the keeper in 
charge weighed anchor and steamed out 
of the harbor of San Diego with the keeper 
on board, but put him ashore at Point Bal- 
last. W hile steaming out of the harbor one 
or more of the Itata’s cannon were brought 
on deck, and some of the soldiers on board 
appeared in uniform. The Itata and schoon- 
er met, the arms and ammunition were 
888 and the Itata left with them for 

e. 

For this, the agent, Trumbull, and his sub- 
ordinate Burt, were indicted, and the Itata 
libeled for violation of the neutrality laws. 
Upon the hearing (U. S. vs. Trumbull, 48 
Fed., R. 99), counsel for the government con- 
ceded that the facts were insufficient to 
justify a verdict against defendants under 
Sec. 5,285 of the Revised Statutes, but claimed 
a violation of Sec. 5,286 relating to expedi- 
tions put on foot from the United States 
against countries with which we are at 
peace. The court thought. the facts insuf- 
ficient in that respect also, and said: The 
very terms of the statute imply that the mil- 
itary expeditions or enterprises thereby pro- 
hibited are such as originate in the United 
States, and are to be carried on from this 
country. If the evidence shows that in this 
case there ever was any military expedition 
begun or set on foot within the sense of the 
statute, it was begun, set on foot, provided, 


and prepared for in Chile, and not from the 


United States,“ and the indictments were 
quashed and the libel discharged. In the case 
of the Florida (4, Ben., 452), during the 
former insurrection in Cuba (1871), Jus- 
tice Blatchford in stating the law in 
this regard said: ‘Admitting that persons 
acting as agents of the insurrectionary party 
in Cuba were the owners of the vessel and 
its cargo of arnis and munitions of war and 
that the transaction of borrowing by Darr 
from Castillo of the money wherewith the 
vessel and her cargo were purchased, was a 
sham and that the vessel was to proceed to 
Vera Cruz and there the vessel and cargo be 
transferred by Darr, the nominal owner, to 
persons acting for the.insurrectionary party 
in Cuba, and that thence the vessel was to 
take the cargo to some point off the coast of 
Cuba and land it on the shores by means of 
rafts made out of lumber on board towed by 
the steam launch on board through the shal- 
low water to the shore and that Darr and 
such real owners of the vessel had an intent 
to do all this in fitting out the vessel and 
putting her cargo on board, still a violation 
of the third section, act 1818, is not thereby 
made out. A vessel fitted out to do this is 
not fitted out with intent to cruise or commit 
hostilities within the sense of that section.“ 

As stated in the opinion of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Speed to Secretary Seward (see op. 
Attys.-Genl., 452): “I know of no law or 
regulation which forbids any person or gov- 
ernment, whether the political designation 


be real or assumed, from purchasing arms 


from the citizens of the United States and 
shipping them at the risk of the purchaser.” 
The same doctrine is held in United States 
vs. 200 Boxes Arms, Etc. (20 Fed. R. 54), 
and would seem sufficiently to determine the 
law of neutrality in such matters.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The filing of thé suit ‘against the Mutuat Reserve 
Fund Life Association Thursday by policyhold- 
ers who are prepared to fight the increased assess, 
ment has brought out an explanatory circular 
from the officers of the company, in which they 
seek to defend their action. The circular contain’ 
what its signers believe to be complete answers to 
the various ons made and the serious 


objecti 
charges advanced in the bill filed Thursday. The 


circular takes up the various points of contention. 

In regard to the use of the reserve fund to meet 
increased claims due to increased age, the circu- 
lar says the members who joined prior to 1890 
have not been paying rr 
are receiving from the association, and that cost 
is still increasing with their increasing age. The 
circular then reads: ‘‘Would it be good business 
policy to use up today what there is of accumula- 
tion, when we know it will be insufficient to meet 
the excess of cost for the future and thus finally 
bring that excess with greater weight on those who 
shall survive and continue their insurance after 
their interest in the accumulated fund is exhaust- 
ed? To those who advance the plea that because 
of the length of time they have been insured they 
are entitled to have the younger members make 
good the deficiency, we say it is manifest if they 
do not pay for what they receive somebody else 
must. 

The circular refers to the increased assessment 
as a reapportionment of the rates according to 
future needs, as indicated by the experience of the 
officers of the company. The warning is given to 


the receivers of the circular that When an insur- 


ance company begins to violate equity, it begins 
to plant the seeds of dissolut 

One of the chief points and arges contained in 
the bill filed by Attorney Mason is that the in- 
crease in assessments was utterly opposed to 
agreements made by the members, outlined in a 
resolution passed at a meeting of policyholders. 
To this argument the circular says the policy 
contract each member holds provides that ‘‘there 
shall be payable to the association a mortuary 
premium for such an amount as the Executive 
committee of the association may deem requisite, 
which amount shall be at such rates, according to 
the age of each member, as may be established by 
the Board of Directors.“ 

The circular says the members are mutually 
under obligation to contribute the amount re- 
quired for the payment of all death claims and 
their liability to contribute is limited by the rates 
at current age, though the advance made, which 
occasioned the uprising of members, is for but 
cne-half the increase in age since entry. It is in- 
timated the complaining policyholders have re- 
ceived their insurance at a lower rate than they 
could have had in any other company and they 
are now asked to reduce somewhat the annual 
saving they have hitherto made from the rates they 
would have paid in other companies.’’ 

The circular says those policyholders who said 
the agent assured them there would never be any 
increase in rates could not have heard him cor- 
rectly, and a perusal of the policy cantract could 
have left no question in any man's mind as to the 
right of the association to collect what is necessary 
for the payment of claims. The circular contin- 
ues: In general terms we may say we cannot 
tee how the old members, who have enjoyed the 
benefits of insuratice during all these years at 
such unprecedentedly low rates, can now reasona- 
bly complain at being called upon to pay a some- 
what increased contribution toward the fund of 
this association, and this reapportionment con- 
sequently removes an inequality between the two 
classes of members and is in harmony with the 
idea of equitable mutuality.’’

Turn from the basement and go up the 
steps of the stately colonnade. Entering by 
the great doors, you come first to the wide 
colonial corridor. In its center is a fountain 
with a blue dome above, and all about are the 
waving, cool leaves of great banana trees 
and the upbearing grace of proud young 
palms, whose tall bodies hold their large 
leaves as a straight young Indian girl car- 
ries her basket of fruit upon her head. On 
the walls of this gallery are mural paintings 
from women artists.

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of this upper gallery is the assembly hall, 
which is also in a certain sense an exhibit 
room. Next comes the office of the Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Joseph Thompson—called office 
at least by courtesy to the official meaning 
of her position, but in reality the salon ofa 
grande dame of the time of Louis Seize. The 
walls are hung in satin gracefully traced in 
garlands; the furniture is a facsimile of a 
suit in the court of that luxurious French 
monarch, and upon the walis are twelve 
French water-colors loaned by Mr. Schaus 
to Mrs. Thompson. Next comes the press- 
room, a warm, cozy place, furnished in 
Oriental styles and adorned with the pict- 
ures of noted authors and journalists. This 
opens into the library, which contains all 
books, and papers, and magazines written 
or edited by women. 

Opposite the library is the Cincinnati room, 
which contains a whole history of industrial

quisite stained glass window on the right 
side comes from the studio of Mary Condit 
Lamb. Beneath the stairway on the right 
is a magnificent collection of-altar cloths, 
priests’ robes and vestments, all the work 
cf women. This begins with those embroid- 
eries of unparalleled magnificence done by 
the abbesses in the thirteenth century and 
ends with the splendid accomplishments in 
the same line of the modern American 
woman. 

Just at the foot of the right hand stairway 
is a little stand, and back of it, hung against 
an artistic screen, are twelve paintings in 
water-color, in which the twelve mont! 
of the year are represented by twelve beau- 
tiful young Southern women. These are the 
originals of the calendars sold at the stands 
which wére painted by Caroline C. Lovell, a 
Southern woman. There is a paper doll here 
too, by the same artist, and the item concern- 
ing the paper dame’s personality is now be- 
ing given to print for the first time. The 
doll is Mrs.Joseph Thompson herself, dressed 
in a smart-house costume. There are three 
other stunning toilets—one a purple pansy 
affair, another a ball gown, and the third one 
of those soft pink costumes whieh this fair 
dame so often affects. The doll is incased 
in a box which is a perfect miniature of the 
Woman's Building, and has a little easel at 
the back like a Christmas card. These two 
original artistic achievements are the work 
of a Scuthern woman who is a descendant of 
Malbone, the great miniature painter. 

New York Exhibit. 

The front room on the right is the New 
York room, wherein the New York. Women's 
Exchange and Decorative Art Society shows 
some of its finest achievements. The most 
interésting thing, perhaps, and one that 
means more than anything else, says the 
New York World, is the representation of 
woman in music through original composi- 
tion, which Mrs. Sutro has obtained for this 
room. 

The New Orleans room comes next to New 
York, and here one finds infinite objects of 
interest—exhibits of..quaint furniture and

in the country opened for women. Here, too, 
are examples of woman's achievement in 
Rookwood potteries. The Ceramic School of 
Pottery, which was originated by one wom- 
an, Miss McLaughlin, and established and 
generously supported by another, Mrs. Bel- 
lamy Storer, is represented here in exhibits. 
Leaving this place and going out into the 
central hallway one comes first to the Co- 
lumbus (Ga.) room, Oriental in its furnish- 
ings and containing a number of interesting 
things. Among them are a rich Colonial 
gown worn by a grand Southern lady ata 
foreign court and a collection of Indian cu- 
rios, pottery, and feminine ornaments re- 
cently unearthed in Cherokee County, Ga. 
Next to these comes the Tennessee room, 
and beyond that the Lucy Cobb Institution 
of Athens, Ga., makes a creditable display 
in painting and decorative art. 

In the Pennsylvania room, which adjoins 
this, are some fine paintings and tapestries 
from the women artists of Philadelphia and 
all sorts of pretty examples of feminine art 
and progress. The Virginia room opens out 
on a piazza which is called the Virginia tea 
room, and even more interesting than the 
examples of woman’s attainments to be 
found in the former are the pretty maids and 
matrons, true types of refined aristocratic 
Southern womanhood, who serve visitors 
at the little tables. The matrons wear Mar- 
tha Washington frocks, with prim caps and 
kerchiefs, and the two Virginia girls, Miss 
Smith and Miss Kent, are dressed in the 
colonial style of their ancestors and are 

cked with ornaments in the shapes of the 
olden times. 

A picture by Rosa Bonheur was secured by 
Mrs. Thompson and will be seen for the first 
time outside of the.artist’s studio. On ac- 
count of lack of space in the woman’s build- 
ing it was decided to make a collection of 
woman's work in high art and place it in the 
art building. It is to be found in the north 
gallery, and the collection is one not over- 
shadowed by the men’s work when placed 
side by side with it. There are firie examples 
from such artists as Madelaine Lemaire, 
Louise Abbema, Mrs. MacMonnies, Cecilia 
Beaux, A. B. McCloskie, and others of note. 


Features of the Annex. 

The annex to the woman’s building con- 
tains any number of interesting features. 
There is an electric kitchen, wherein the 
scientific art of cooking is shown by a pretty 
girl’s experience in that line. A department 
is devoted to professional women and their 
inventions, and other rooms are given over 
to various other Southern States and cities. 
Just a step from the annex is the model 
school, where every advanced method of 
teaching is practically propounded, and near 
this is the Creole kitchen, also part of the 
women’s buildings and perhaps their great- 
est source of revenue. This is a genuine 
Southern palace built of Georgia pine logs 
daubed with clay. A Mexican band makes 
delightful music while you wait for your 
gumbo, and a prim New Orleans negro pokes 
a basket of hegat you while you drink 
your coffee. Neat you negresses in caps 
and f Wait upon the tables, and you 
are offered a menu made up entirely of 
Southern dishes. Delicious soups and highly 
seasoned stews, fresh fish, oysters, and 
crabs are all cooked in Louisiana fashion.
